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REMARKS 

Summary of Claim Status 

Claims 1-30 are pending. Claims 11-19, 24, 27, and 28 have been withdrawn. 
Claims 1-5, 20-23, 25, 26, 29 and 30 are rejected. Claims 6-10 are objected to as 
depending from a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if properly rewritten in 
independent form. Applicant thanks the Examiner for this acknowledgement of 
patentable subject matter. 

Applicant requests the favorable reconsideration of the claims and withdrawal of 
the pending rejections and objections, in light of the amendments and the following 
remarks. 

Claim Rejections 

35U.S.C. §102 

Claims 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent Application 2002/0021775 by Deitl et al. Examiner states that Deitl 
discloses phase adjustment circuitry, and an interpolator coupled to receive the output 
signals and configured to provide a phase-adjusted signal, as does Applicant's 
invention. However, Deitl does not disclose the above elements wherein the 
interpolator comprises respective impedances coupled together at a common node for 
outputting the phase-adjusted signal and wherein an impedance of the respective 
impedances is selected from a group consisting of a resistor, an inductor, a capacitor 
and any combination thereof. 

Because Deitl does not disclose each and every element of Applicant's Claim 
29, as amended, Claim 29 is not anticipated by Deitl under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b). Claim 
29 is, therefore, allowable. Because Claim 30 depends from and further limits 
allowable Claim 29, Claim 30 is also allowable. 

Claims 29 and 30 are shown to not be anticipated by the cited reference. 
Claims 29 and 30, therefore, meet all the novelty requirements of 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b). 
Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection of Claims 29 and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) be withdrawn. 
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35 U.S.C.§103 

Claims 1-5, 20-23, 25, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sidiropoulos et al ("A Semi-digital Dual Delay-Locked Loop") in view 
of Deitl et al, above. 

As to Claim 1 , Examiner avers that Sidiropoulos discloses all the claimed 
elements except the interpolator consisting essentially of passive elements. Examiner 
goes on to assert that Deitl discloses the interpolator consisting essentially of passive 
elements. However, Claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the allowable 
limitations of Claim 6. Neither Sidiropoulos nor Deitl disclose the interpolator, wherein 
the interpolator comprises respective impedances coupled together at a common node 
for outputting the phase-adjusted signal and wherein an impedance of the respective 
impedances is selected from a group consisting of a resistor, an inductor, a capacitor 
and any combination thereof, as does Applicant's Claim 1 , as amended. Claim 1 , 
therefore is allowable. Claims 2-5 depend from and further limit allowable Claim 1 . 
The amendment of Claim 1 makes moot the rejection of Claims 2-5. 

Claims 20 and 25 have been amended to incorporate allowable limitations 
similarly to Claim 1 . Claims 20 and 25 are allowable for at least the same reasons as 
Claim 1 , as described above. The rejection of Claims 20 and 25 should also be 
withdrawn. 

Claims 21-23 depend from allowable Claim 20 and Claim 26 depends from 
allowable Claim 25. The rejection of Claims 21 -23 and Claim 26 should be withdrawn 
for at least the same reasons as those of their respective base claims. 

Objections to the Claims 

Claims 6-10 are objected to as depending from rejected base claims, but would 
be allowable if properly rewritten in independent form. Applicant thanks the Examiner 
for this acknowledgement of patentable subject matter. 

Claim 6 has been cancelled, its allowable limitations being written into amended 
Claim 1 . The objection to Claims 6-10, dependent from allowable Claim 1 , is thusly 
made moot. Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the objection to Claims 6- 
10. 
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Conclusion 

Claims 1 , 20, 25 and 29 are amended herein. Claim 6 is cancelled. Claims Il- 
ls, 24 and 27-28 are cancelled without prejudice. No new matter has been introduced 
by the entry of these amendments. All remaining claims are in condition for allowance 
and a Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested. If any action other than allowance 
is contemplated by the Examiner, the Examiner is respectfully requested to telephone 
Applicant's attorney, Michael R. Hardaway, at 408-879-6149.
